While  it's  a  small-scale 
project-so  small  that 
individual  pollen  grains  are 
counted-it  s  having  a  co- 
lossal impact  on  long-term 
human  habitation  of  space. 

"If  we're  going  to  use 
plants  in  space  for  food 
and  atmosphere  and  water 
regeneration,"  Dr. 
Musgrave  explains,  "it's 
going  to  be  necessary  for 
those  plants  to  be  able  to 
complete  a  life  cycle  even 
when  there's  no  gravity. 
Proving  you  can  pollinate 
plants  in  zero  gravity  is 
one  step  along  the  way." 

The  team  had  to 
develop  the  actual  research 
on  the  ground,  and  then 
figure  out  how  to  conduct 
the  experiment  in  zero 
gravity.  Though  the 
preparation  went  on  all 
semester,  the  trial  and  error 
process  continued  until  the 
very  end.  "We  had  to 
develop  and  refine  the 
techniques  we  were  to 
use,"  Mandie  says.  "A 
week  before  the  flight  I 
had  to  change  mine. 


because  the  old  ones 
weren't  working." 

Such  technical 
problems  couldn't  be 
worked  out  without 
effective  communication. 

Catherine  says  FFA 
helped  her  and  Mandie 
tremendously  here  by 
making  them  better  at 
"just  being  able  to  meet 
with  people,  being  more 
comfortable  around 
people.

No  fear 

With  most  of  the  pre- 
flight  preparations  done, 
Mandie,  Catherine  and 
the  team  headed  for 
Houston.  Before  flying, 
each  had  to  undergo  an 
Air  Force  medical  exam 
and  eight  hours  of  NASA 
physiological  training. 

Mandie  and  Catherine 
breezed  through  the  tests. 
NASA  officials,  however, 
scratched  Catherine's 
name  from  the  flight  list 
due  to  her  asthma. 

Disappointed,  but  not 
discouraged,  Catherine 
refocused  her  efforts  on 
ground  support,  where 


she  coordinated  the  pre- 
and  post-flight 
preparations. 

Breaking  the  taws  of  gravity 

Even  though  the  KC-135 
is  sometimes  referred  to  as 
"The  Vomit  Comet," 
Mandie  and  her  LSU 
teammates  found  no  need 
for  the  flight  sickness 
bags.  The  zero  gravity 
flights  really  aren't  that 
much  different  than  a  ride 
on  a  good  roller  coaster. 
When  you're  speeding 
over  the  top  of  a  hill  on  a 
roller  coaster,  your  body 
is  lifted  off  the  seat.  At  the 
bottom  of  the  hill,  the 
opposite  happens-you're 
plastered  to  the  seat.  This 
is  exactly  what's 
happening  inside  the  KC- 
135,  which  flies  in  a  series 
of  30  to  40  arcs.  At  the 
top  of  each  arc,  the 
passengers  inside 
experience  20  to  25 
seconds  of  no  gravity,  or 
zero  G.  At  the  bottom,  it's 
double  gravity,  or  two  G. 

Crunch  time 

Mandie  found  that  the 
short  time  window  of  zero 
gravity  environment 
presented  its  own 
challenges.  As  the  jet 
approached  the  top  of 
each  arc,  Mandie  said  she 
had  to  hold  a  flower  in 
one  hand  and  a  bee-stick 
(the  thorax  of  a  bee  glued 
to  a  toothpick,  used  to 
collect  pollen)  in  the 
other.  You  had  to  be 
"ready  to  go  as  soon  as 
you  hit  weightlessness 
because  you  only  had 
twenty  seconds." 


After  they  finished  the 
pollination,  these  plants 
were  then  allowed  to  go 
to  seed  so  embryo 
development  could  be 
compared  to  a  separate 
group  of  plants  the  team 
pollinated  on  the  ground 
right  after  the  flight. 

"We  found  that  there's 
no  way  zero  gravity 
affected  pollination," 
Catherine  explains. 
Adding  that  researchers  in 
the  past  have  had  little 
success  in  making  plants 
grow  in  space,  she 
explains,  "We  wanted  to 
go  back  to  that  primary 
step  in  plant  reproduction, 
pollination,  to  see  if  that 
was  the  step  that  was 
causing  all  the  problems." 
Now  that  they  know  it's 
not,  Catherine  says  the 
rest  of  the  reproduction 
cycle  will  need  to  be 
examined,  bit  by  bit,  until 
the  problem  is  found,  "k

name,  address  and  phone  number 
and  a  description  of  your  vehicle 
(including  tag  numbers).  Never  leave 
anything  behind.  Always  leave  gates 
as  you  found  them.  Immediately 
report  to  the  landowner  anything 
unusual  like  livestock  on  the  loose  or 
trespassers  on  the  property.  And, 
offer  part  of  your  bag  as  a  gift  and 
always  be  courteous  to  the  landown- 
er's family  and  help. 

All  of  that's  a  good  start,  but 
earning  a  landowner's  respect  for 
hunting  in  general  goes  much  farther. 
It  has  to  be  a  part  of  everyday  life. 

Suppose  you've  had  permission  to 
hunt  a  piece  of  property  for  a  couple 
of  seasons.  You've  done  well  and 
treated  the  landowner  and  his  prop- 
erty with  respect.  Then,  during  the 
off-season,  your  name  shows  up  in 
your  local  newspaper's  police  reports 
because  you  and  your  friends  were 
investigated  for  an  underage  beer 
party. 

When  the  landowner  sees  that,  he 
might  start  thinking  all  hunters  are 
drunks.  You  just  lost  a  place  to  hunt 
and  hunting's  image  is  tarnished  a 
bit  more. 

Keeping  respect 

Remember,  when  you  buy  a  license 
and  take  up  a  gun  or  bow,  you  take 
on  all  the  responsibilities  of  being  a 
hunter.  Like  it  or  not,  that  means 
everything  you  do  reflects  back  on 
hunting. 

Now  imagine  that  during  the  off- 
season your  name  shows  up  in  the 
paper  as  part  of  a  story  on  the  great 
conservation  project  where  your  FFA 
chapter  volunteered  to  work  on 
nearby  wildlife  refuge. 

The  same  landowner  sees  the 
story  and  says,  "You  know,  that 
youngster  who  hunts  on  our  place 
really  does  care  about  wildlife  and 
improving  the  land.  Next  time  he 
comes  out  scouting,  I'm  going  to  tell 
him  where  I  saw  that  great  big  12- 
point  last  week." 

Now  you  and  the  landowner 
share  mutual  respect,  and  that's 
what  you're  really  after.

There's  a  big  new  word  that  gets 
tossed  around  among  politicians 
and  bureaucrats  these  days.  It's 
biodiversity.

to  watch  soar;  weasels  and  skunks  and  badgers  and  rac- 
coons and  others  to  watch  go  about  their  daily  lives.  Plus 
come  trapping  season,  those  critters  can  contribute  direct 
lv  to  the  financial  benefits  as  well.  John  Wooters  is  one  ol 
the  world's  top  experts  on  hunting  white-tailed  deer.  I  le 
manages  his  South  Texas  ranch  specifically  to  produce 
tropin  bucks,  yet  he  also  makes  sure  that  there  is  abun- 
dant habitat  for  other  wildlife,  especially  birds.  |ohn  is 
also  a  devout  bird  watcher  and  darned  proud  ol  it. 
"Hunters  should  be  the  world's  greatest  bird  watchers. 
We  spend  all  those  hours  in  the  woods  looking  tor  deer, 
watching  the  birds  is  just  a  natural  companion  to  that," 
he  says.  John  has  a  long  "lite  list"  ot  different  bird  species 
he  has  spotted  while  hunting.

You'll  have  more  wildlife  around  if  you 
provide  them  with  their  favorite  places 
to  live  and  favorite  foods  to  eat.  Anytime 
you  can  enhance  habitat  and  feed 
sources,  you'll  benefit  the  animals.  With 
that  in  mind,  here  are  a  few  simple 
things  you  can  do  to 
increase  the  numbers 
and  types  of  wildlife  on 
your  property: 

•Make  fence  lines  extra 
wide  and  leave  corners  of 
circle  irrigation  fields  in 
their  natural  condition 

•Plant  shelter  belts  of  trees 
and  bushes 


•Participate  in  the  Conser- 
vation Reserve  Program

ters for  specific  birds  and

•Leave  some  crops  in  place
